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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-8 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-3, 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being unpatentable by US Patent 
5 5 380 5 970 to Mizuno et al. 

In reference to claims 1 and 6, Mizuno teaches a push button that includes a micro switch 
(figure 5, item 12) a structure interface on the on top of the micro switch (item 25), a push button 
cap (item 1 8) and a spring (item 1 9) located between the cap and the interface structure. The 
cap includes a hub (item 21) extending from to house the interface structure. The interface 
structure is hollow and has arms that include protruding juts formed thereon (items 28). The hub 
as a receiving end that matches the juts so that interface structure is slidably restricted in the 
opening allowing the push button to slip into the top section of the button. 
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In reference to claim 2, it is apparent from the figures that the cross sections of the 
interface structure and the hub are complementary. 

As to claim 3, it is also apparent form figure 3 that the cross sections of the two fitting 
components are squares. 

In reference to claims 5 and 7, it is clear that Mizuno's invention includes to parallel 
guides (namely the other sides of the square shaped interface structure) to assist in the steady 
sliding. 

In reference to claim 8, it is shown in figure 5, item 28a, that the juts are formed in a 
graduated fashion. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 4are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mizuno et al. 
In reference to claim 4, there is no disclosed criticality as to why the cross section of the 

components must be of a cylindrical shape. The shape of the complementary components is a 
design specification that can be easily modified. As one skilled in the art would argue, the 
importance lies in the fact that the two components are complementary and not in the precise 
cross sectional shape of the strut. Furthermore as one skilled in the art also understands, 
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cylindrical struts are commonly used in the push button/joystick art and such an alternative 
cannot be considered novel
